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GERMANY IS COLLAPSING 


Nazis Whipped 
On West Front, 
Eisenhower Says 


PARIS, March 27.—(UP)—Gen. Eisenhower, in a sweeping 
pictorial statement on the fast-climaxing war, said today that 


the Germans in the west are beaten as a military force. He 


expects them to fight on wherever they can, he said, and 
they may try either to hold their seaports or to make a final 
stand in the southern German Alps. 

He said that he had not written off the war and that there 
would be “some darn tough fighting before it’s over.”

the Fatherland.

JOYRIDE IN GERMANY 


Hitler Paved Way to Defeat 
With Super-Roads in Reich

ON THE ROAD TO BERLIN, 
March 27.—4)—This is the great- 
est armored joyride in history— 


and Adolf Hitler literaliy paved 
the way to his own downfall. 

The great single and double- 
lane highways he built in peace 
to shuttle his armies out from the 
heart of Germany to attack neigh- 
boring countries are proving \his 
undoing. 

They are smooth concrete ave- 
mues to Berlin and othér great 
German cities over which the 
mightiest masses of armor ever as- 
sembied in the west are rolling at 
true blitzkrieg pace in a dozen col- 
umns, coming from so many di- 
yections the Germans are power- 
less to scrape together enough 
troops to halt them all. 

The Nazi military machine has 
gone to pieces on its own home 
grounds. It is in chaos in many 
sectors. Tanks of Lt. Gen. Hodges’ 
U. S. First Army and Lt. Gen. Pat- 
ton’s Third Army have yet to 
crack up against a really strong 
line—and there is none yet in 
sight. 

Hodges has thrown into the 
grinding combat the largest tank 
task forces ever used by any 
American Army on one battlefront. 

To ride in a halftrack or light 
tank spearing through obscure 
flaming German villages is one of 
the greatest thrills of war—be- 
cause at the end of this long, hot,

As the tanks 
stream into their villages without 
firing a shot, they shake their 
heads and say: “Now is the end.” 

Thus far there has not been a 
single sizable counterattack, 

It is clear the Germans are un- 
able to do anything to stop us and 
the situation on the Second Army 
front has hecome “fluid,” which 
means the enemy has suffered a 
major defeat which is turning into 
disaster. 


BUILD WIRE CAGES 


Total prisoners taken by Field 
Marshal Sir Bernard L. Montgom- 
ery’s troops since the Rhine offen- 
sive have now rolled up to 15,000. 
Of these, 11,148 were taken by the 
British Second Army. 

Wire cages are going up as fast 
as possible to accommodate the 
masses of prisoners swarming ‘in 
from all sides. But some pockets 
of Germans are left behind as we 
smash ahead. 

The British now have at least 
eight bridges across the Rhine. 
Heavy artillery is now over the 
river in force, smothering the 
enemy’s hastily erected defenses. 
Night and day, the skyline is 
ablaze from burning woods and 
farmhouses. 

There is still spotty resistance 
against Lt. Gen. William H. Simp- 
son’s U. S. Ninth Army in the 
south part of this sector.

Rumor Flood 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—(/) 
A wave of premature reports and 
rumors of victory in Europe spread 
over the country today as United 
Nations armies continued their 
rush toward Berlin. 

One flood of rumors grew from 
a White House disclosure that 
President Roosevelt wants his cab- 
inet officers and United States 
diplomats abroad to stay at their 
posts during the San Francisco 
conference starting April 25. 


SURRENDER REPORTS 

The White House later made it 
clear that Mr. Roosevelt’s mem- 
orandum on the _ subject, sent 
to Secretary of State Stettinius 
March 16, did not spell any im- 
mediate German collapse. The 
purpose, it was explained, was to 
reduce the strain on transporta- 
tion and hotel facilities in San 
Francisco and keep officials at 
their posts at a critical time.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—() 
The house voted today for a food 
investigation of its own, while 
senators heard industry com- 
plaints and OPA denials that price 
controls caused meat shortages. 

Cattle producers and slaughter- 
ers ‘told the Senate Agriculture 
Committee in its investigation 
that OPA policies have upset the 
normal procedures for producing 
and distributing a good supply of 
meat. 


And the same committee heard 
from Deputy Price Chief James F,. 
Brownlee that there is no evi- 
dence that OPA policies have “in 
any way” restricted the total sup- 
ply of pork and beef. 

Brownlee said reports of packer 
profits do not substantiate claims 
of spokesmen for processors that 
the latter are operating at a loss.

British Consul 
Tells of Havoc 
Of V-Bombs 


V-bombs are still destroying 
English lives and homes, British 
Consul Richard Whittington, re- 
cently arrived from England to 
take over his duties here, told 
members of Atlanta Civitan Club 
at their weekly meeting at the 
Athletic Club. 

“One V-I bomb can destroy as 
many as 1,200 homes,” the consul 
said yesterday. “An average of 
500 homes are damaged with each 
bomb.” 

Speaking before the largest 
gathering of Civitans in a year, 
Whittington described his experi- 
ences as a member of the British 
diplomatic service in Siam. The 
war in the Far East was first lost 
for the British when Japan gained 
a foothold there by acting as 
mediator in a Franco-Siamese dis- 
pute, he said. 

Whittington began his diplo- 
matic career in 1928, shortly after 
graduating from Oxford Univer- 
sity. He spent 12 years in Siam 
and Java, and was a prisoner of 
the Japs in the Dutch East Indies 
for eight months.

The need for continuing anti-inflation 
measures after the collapse of German re- 
sistance is re-emphasized by the quarterly 
Savings analysis of the Security and Ex- 
change Commission. 


The overall liquid assets of American 
citizens at the end.of 1944, reports the SEC, 
stood at 148 billion dollars—an increase of 
40 billion during the past 12 months. 


These liquid resources—representing 
cash, bank deposits and negotiable govern- 
ment securities—constitute a vast purchas- 
ing potential, one which is capable of pre- 
cipitating dangerous inflation unless ade- 
quate restrictions are kept in force until 
such time as civilian production is fully 
resumed. 7 


For the past two and a half years, the 
SEC study indicates, the average Ameri- 
can has been salting away roughly 25 per 
cent of his income. The result is that ac- 
cumulated savings—which were already at 
an all-time high at the time of Pearl Har- 
bor—are now some five times what they 


were at the beginning of war production 
in 1940. 


Present plans, meanwhile, call for no 
slackening of war production at the end of 
hostilities in Europe. That means that civil- 
ian goods will continue to be conspicuous 
by their absence. It means that, if price and 
wage controls are lifted on V-E Day, there 
will be a tendency for stored-up dollars to 
bid against each other for what civilian 
goods are available, thus jeopardizing our 
entire economic structure. 

We have done extremely well in our 
fight against inflation to date, far better 
than any other nation has ever done in this 
or any other war. 

However great the temptation, how- 
ever strong the pressure from selfish 
groups who stand to profit thereby, we 
must not let the barriers down until the 
danger of inflation is over. 


Properly used, our unprecedented sav- 
ings will result in unprecedented pros- 
perity in the postwar era. Improperly used, 
they can result in unprecedented hardships 
and economic chaos. 


The Little Welshman Passes 


David Lloyd George, the man who led 
Great Britain to victory in the First World 
War, is dead. He succumbed to the after- 
effects of influenza, at the age of 82, in the 
little Welsh farm home where he spent his 
declining years. 

Few statesmen have better served their 
nations than did Lloyd George. In many 
respects his career as prime minister dur- 


ing a great war was similar to that of Win- 
ston Churchill in.this greater war. 


Lloyd George may have made mistakes. 
All men do. But he fought always for what 
he believed right and he asked no man to 


take responsibility for anything he did. 


He was one of the “Big Four” at the 
Versailles conference. Of the three who 
were his associates in drawing up the Ver- 
sailles treaty, only one survives him. Wil- 
son and Clemenceau are dead. Orlando, of 
Italy, is the only one now living. 


The little Welshman, who began his ca- 
reer aS an unknown, country-town solici- 
tor, will always hold a place of high honor 
in the histories of the future. He held, to 
the end, the love and the respect of his 
fellow countrymen, and was held in high- 
est esteem by men of good will in all the 
free nations of the world. 


Bailey Would Outlaw Royalties to Labor Leaders 


A bill which will meet with general 
public favor has been introduced in the 
senate by North Carolina’s Josiah W. 
Bailey. 


Bailey proposes an outright ban on 
royalty payments to labor leaders, legisla- 
tion which would outlaw payments such 
as the 10 cents a ton currently sought by 
John L. Lewis. 


“We let Petrillo hold up the manufac- 
turers of recordings for five cents a rec- 
ord,” comments Bailey. “John L. Lewis 
saw Petrillo getting away with it, so he 
asks 10 cents on every ton of coal. I want 


to stop it now before it becomes a general 
tax on consumers ... The greatest com- 
plaint in ancient times was that the gov- 
ern farmed out the taxes. We are now 
in the process of farming out taxes to the 
big labor leaders.” 


Bailey’s bill is a stringent one. It would 
provide a fine of up to ten thousand dol- 
lars and imprisonment up to six months 
for violators. 


Whether or not the measure will be 
passed remains to be seen. If so, labor 
will have but one man to blame. His 
name is John L. Lewis.

Yalta Agreements 


Already Being Tested 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is en route around 
the world as a member of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors’ mission in behalf of uni-

The Yalta declaration on liberated Europe is already being put 
to a test. For about two weeks Washington and London have been 
in consultation with each other and with Moscow concerning the 
situation in Romania. 


On March 6 a Romanian government which was supposed to 
represent all parties was ousted and its leader was forced to take 
refuge in the British embassy in Bucharest. It was supplanted by 
a four-party coalition under Communist domination. The switch 
was apparently engineered by Soviet diplomatic representatives, 
without prior consultation with the United States or Britain. Stalin 
then publicly transferred to Romania the Transylvania area taken 
from Hungary. This reward has been promised to Romania in the 
armistice which Moscow negotiated some months ago in the name 
of the Big Three. 


The fact that the Soviet Union acted alone does not in itself 
violate the Yalta pact. The Big Three pledged themselves to 
“concert” their policies in liberated Europe, but did not set up 
machinery for doing so, except for Poland. But they did state the 
principles and purposes by which they were to be bound, indi- 
vidually and jointly, in dealing with the liberated areas. And they 
declared that: 


“When, in the opinion of the three governments, conditions in 
any European liberated state or any former Axis satellite state 
in Europe make such action necessary, they will immediately con- 
sult together on the measures necessary to discharge the joint re- 
sponsibilities set forth in this declaration.” 


shaslade Those responsibilities, as set 
The Yalta Responsibilities forth in the Yalta communique, 
are “(a) to establish conditions of internal peace; (b) to carry out 
emergency measures for the relief of distressed peoples; (c) to 
form interim governmental authorities broadly representative of 
all democratic elements in the population and pledged to Re 
earliest possible establishment through free elections of governments 
responsive to the will of the people; and (d) to facilitate where 
necessary the holding of such elections.” 


Many of the details about the situation in Romania are ob- 
scure. The Soviet Union may argue that some of the leaders in 
the deposed Romanian government were anti-democratic or had 
been tainted by collaboration with the Nazis. This may be true. 
But some who are pretty well informed on the subject do not think 
that it is—at least not with respect to all of the leaders black- 
balled by the Communists. 


: : ~ >? For numerous reasons, af- 
Russia Disregarding Pledge? For numerous reasons, af- 
less popular interest in the United States than those in Poland, 
Greece and Finland. But what has happened in Romania, under 
Soviet guidance, since the Yalta agreement raises questions which 
the Soviet Union alone cannot answer to the satisfaction of out- 
side observers. Neither London nor Washington has published the 
reports of its own diplomats on the spot, but both clearly think 
that the plain intent of the Yaita declaration on liberated Europe 
may have been violated. 


Doubt on this point could be relieved by the creation of a joint 
commission of the Big Three to deal with Romanian affairs. The 
Yalta declaration does not prescribe this method. But only through 
such commission, or something like it under a different name. can 
the three powers discharge jointly the responsibilities to which 
they are pledged. 


The phrase “when, in the opinion of the three governments,” 
may be interpreted to mean that any one of them may veto joint 
action or even consultation concerning joint action. But to stand 
on this hypothetical veto right would not invite confidence or 
encourage the practice of collaboration in other directions.

Granted there are few more lovely cities in 
late March and April than Atlanta.

A con- 
servative, cautious man, he will only say that much hard fighting 
lies ahead. He prefers to make the reminder that the Germans 
heretofore have proved themselves to be superlatively skillful in 
extricating themselves from seemingly hopeless positions. Hence he 


refuses to make any predictions.

Optimism Significant some of the higher officers closely 
associated with the chief of staff are bursting with optimism. They 
are restrained from making open forecasts of the end because of 
an order issued by President Roosevelt on the subject last Novem- 
ber, which still stands. Yet privately they are known to feel that 
we are on the verge of final victory over the Gerngans. 


It may startle the public to learn that some of these high-ranking 
officers have projected a date as early as the first week of April 
for the German collapse.

Goals, allot- 
ments, statistics are the dodge of 
the academic mind, the weak, and 
the demagogs. Why not say, with 
simple honesty—‘‘Let us work 
out a program which will bring 
organized labor, industry and agri- 
culture together in an honest pro- 
gram of co-operation whereby the 
prosperity of the country may be 
increased and unemployment elim- 
inated. “Sixty million jobs” is 
simply a dishonest and cheap slo- 
gan, unworthy beside even “the 
full dinner pail” or “two cars in 
every garage.”

Nobody who has come here from 
Spain has been able to say for 
certain who threw the bomb which 
injured nobody. They say it might 
possibly have been Leftists.

In February, according to Lis- 
bon reports, two other bombs blew 
in part of the building housing 
the Falange press censorship. 
There again none was injured. The 
report most generally believed was 
that the Falange had bombed it- 
self.

WHY IS THE ENIGMA 

According to residents of Spain 
who have arrived here recently,| 
the Falange is hated by the army, | 
hated by the Monarchists, hated 
by the Catholics and hated by the 
people of Spain. Its only hope is 
and has always been its national 
leader, Franco.

FUNERALS FALL FLAT 

Their funerals were made the 
occasion for a mass demonstration 
which, however, fell slightly flat. 
The rank and file were whipped 
into enthusiasm by cries of “death 
to Russia’ and “death to England 
and her accomplices.” But it was 
a much smaller crowd than would 
have been mustered in the Fa- 
lange’s heyday. 

Severe reprisals, of course, were 
taken. According to official an- 
nouncement, 16 Communists were 
shot at dawn of the day following 
the killings. There was no offi- 
cial announcement, however, that 
10 other Leftists had been hanged 
on the evening before the attack. 

The party propaganda line as 
laid down in the press was that 
the attack was not particularly on 
the Falange, but on all Spvain— 
that is, Franco Spain. 

For years, according to foreign- 
ers who know Spain well, the man 
on the street listened to talk of 
possible revolution and a change 
of government, but then went 
home to sleep soundly or went 
to his job to work quietly. Now, 
they say, the man on the street 
expects something to happen.

DELAY DEFEATS VIOLENCE 


They agreed that the longer 
Franco postponed a change in the 
internal form of his regime the 
more chance there is that violence 
will bring a change. 

The people now have no arms 
and no means of obtaining them. 
The non-Communist' republican 
organizations, notably the Demo- 
cratic Alliance of Socialists, re- 
publicans and the two labor 
unions, are underground and lack 
money. The Communists have 
plenty of money and find under- 
ground life less disturbed by Fa- 
lange police, but the Spanish 
masses are not yet ready to change 
Falangism for Communism. They 
prefer republicanism. 

The Spanish people see the war 
ending in complete United Nations 
victory. They know what it means 
to be on the wrong side in*a world 
war. They expect a change.

“I had received orders by radio 
to fly under the barrage, and this 
made me fly at 200 feet.

The mail I dumped 
on Iwo Jima was ‘being distrib- 
uted to the men under fire within 
two hours after I had landed.

The Fourth Regional War La-| 
bor Board has adopted a 55-cent | 
approvable common labor wage) 
policy to govern voluntary ap-| 
Plications for wage adjustments| 
from all types of industry in the’ 
southeastern states. 

Chairman M. T. Van Hecke said | 
the board yesterday boosted its | 
approvable wage policy from 50| 
cents to the new 55-cent level aft- | 
er a comprehensive study of the 
effects of the recent National War 
Labor Board decision ordering a 
95-cent minimum in 23 Southern 
cotton textile mills, and added 
that the regional board’s change 
in policy was recently authorized 
by the NWLB as a step toward 
the elimination of substandards of | 
living. 

The regional WLB will con- | 
tinue, he added, to decide th 
wage isstte in disputed cases on 
the merits of each individual case, 
and will give consideration in 
such cases to tested and going 
Wage rates, industry or area prac- 
tices, or the new approvable wage 
policy.

policy, the regional board in a 
formal resolution authorized its 
wage stabilization director to ap- 
prove voluntary applications for 
increases in flat rates up to 55) 
cents an hour and rate ranges.

The board also adopted a formu- 
la for tapered increases in rates 
above 55 cents to maintain mini- | 
mum job differentials.

Where such| 
tapering of rates is impracticable, | 
flat ‘“‘across-the-board” increases | 
may be granted. | 

The resolution points out that | 
in disputed cases, however, each 
case shall be decided on its own) 
merits, and that wage adjustments | 
may be directed on the basis of | 
brackets, or prevailing industry or | 
area practices, or the new 55-cent 
approvable wage policy and the 
tapering formula. Prevailing 
practices are to be determined | 
from evidence furnished by the) 
party requesting wage increases 
in disputed cases or from other 
sources available to the board. 

Industry members dissented in 
adoption of the 55-cent approvable 
wage policy. Labor members dis- 
sented to the tapering formula and 
the dispute case portion of the 
resolution. 

A committee which conducted 
a study of the wage problem for 
the board reported that since the 
National War Labor Board recent- 
ly had authorized the adoption of 
the 55-cent rate throughout the 
nation, southern employers and 
employes should not be denied the 
benefits of such a rate in volun- 
tary applications.

The civilians possessed only the 
clothing they wore when the Al- 
lies’ 600-shells-a-minute barrage 
opened up on this mining com- 
munity suburb of Ddisburg at 1 
a. m. Saturday. 

Stringy-haired women held 
dirty babies that cried for food. 
For four days and three nights all 
had sat on board benches, listen- 
ing to the battle that raged across 
the shelter entrance. To leave 
meant exposure to both side, so 
they had stayed.

New British Consul, Wife 


Atlantans have a rare treat in store when they gather at the 
Piedmont Driving Club on April 6 to meet two distinguished new- 
comers, Mr. and Mrs. Richard Whittington. The former is his Brit- 
tanic Majesty’s consul for Georgia, Florida and South Carolina, who 
is accompanied by his attractive wife. The occasion will be a din- 
ner given by the Atlanta Branch of the English-Speaking Union, of 
which Dr. Frank K. Boland is president, and will afford members 
and their friends the first opportunity to meet the Britishers. 

The English couple was last stationed in Algiers, Mr. Whit- 
tington having been sent there as consul in December, 1942, within 
a month of the Allied invasion of North Africa. He remained there 
until November, 1944, when he returned to England. He and his 
wife arrived in Atlanta, their first visit to the United States, early 
in March and have just returned. from a visit to Florida. They 
are residing in the Wesley road residence of Mr. and Mrs. Neal 
Baird. 

Mrs. Whittington is a petite brunette, charming and attractive 
and typically English. She is the former Muriel Fisher, of Lan- 
caster, England, attended Ulzerston Victoria school there, and cgm- 
pleted her education in London. Mr. Whittington studied in Man- 
chester and Oxford University in preparation for his diplomatic 
career. It was while he was on leave in Lancaster that he met 
the former Miss Fisher, who was on a vacation there from a teach- 
ing course in London.
